HARINGEY police are chasing more than 
170 criminals who have skipped bail or 
failed to turn up at court, including six 
wanted for attempted murder, rape or 
other serious sexual offences. 

Officers in the borough are trying to track down a 


total of 174 bail bandits who have fled the courts 
in an attempt to escape justice - many are believed 
to be transient criminals on the run abroad. 

Of the wanted suspects, one is sought on mur¬ 
der charges, two for, seven are alleged violent 
thugs suspected of committing GBH and 
another six are wanted for common assault. A 
further 12 are wanted on drugs offences and 
three people are wanted on suspicion of pos¬ 
sessing knives and guns. 

The bulk of the bail jumpers disappeared after 
being released from court or bail for more minor 
charges such as burglary, criminal damage, 
robbery and driving offences, according to the 
figures obtained by the Advertiser under the 
Freedom Of Information Act. 

Councillor Robert Gorrie, leader of Haringey 
Liberal Democrats, said: “Residents will be 
astonished to hear so many alleged criminals, 
some suspected of attempted murder, are walk¬ 
ing the streets. I share their concern. 

“The police and the courts system need to 
ensure they are making the right decisions on 
releasing suspects on bail in order to protect the 
public and restore confidence in the system.” 

Critics have suggested overcrowded prisons 
and under-resourced police forces may help to 
explain why so many criminal suspects are 
roaming the streets. But the force insists it is 
doing all it can to catch up with absconded crim¬ 
inals in Haringey and haul them back before the 


courts. It has a dedicated warrants office to 
track suspects using intelligence systems and 
teams of officers also take part in proactive 
arrest days concentrating on executing warrants. 
A recent operation snared 102 suspects. 

A police spokeswoman said: “Haringey is one 
of the top-performing boroughs, reaching our 
targets and carrying out about 20 to 30 warrants 
per week. We make initial attempts to execute a 
warrant within 24 hours. If this attempt fails, 
various units are tasked to execute the warrants 
and frontline officers are briefed and keep a 
look out for wanted suspects. 

“We know that many of the people who are 
wanted for offences are no longer in the country 
and we work with international law enforcement 
agencies to locate these people and bring them 
back to face the courts. 

“It is not possible to keep everyone in custody 
and, even in some serious cases, it is appropriate 
to give bail. In the majority of serious cases, it 
will be the court that gives bail. Our efforts are 
ongoing, we prioritise the most serious offences. 

If any warrant is identified as being a danger 
to the public, all resources are used.” 

A spokesman for the Crown Prosecution Ser¬ 
vice, which can call for bail to be denied for 
some defendants, said: “The CPS will oppose 
bail for defendants where appropriate, taking 
particular account of the risk posed to victims 
and the public.”

COWBOY clampers will be banned from slam¬ 
ming hefty fines on to unsuspecting drivers, 
Hornsey and Wood Green MP Lynne Feather- 
stone has announced. 

Wheel-clamping on private land and the 
towing away of vehicles is to be banned by the 
government after complaints from all over the 
UK of exorbitant fees, invisible signs and 
abusive behaviour. 

Ms Featherstone faces the task under her new 
portfolio as the equalities minister 

She said: “Immobilisation has always had a 
track record of grief and misery. There cannot be 
an MP in the land who has not had constituents 
come to them who have been clamped unfairly. 

“Reports of motorists being marched to cash 
points or left stranded after their car has been 
towed are simply unacceptable. We are commit¬ 
ted to ending the menace of rogue private sector 
wheel-clampers once and for all.” 

But industry insiders have predicted a surge in 
dodgy practices before the new laws come in next 
year. Costas Constantino, director of Vehicle 
Control Solutions, based in Swains Lane, High- 
gate, is focusing on a system called Flash Park 
in which landowners can report parking con¬ 
traventions online, rather than opt for on-the- 
spot clamping. 

He said: “I heard about this weeks ago and, to 
be honest, I think it is probably the right thing to 
do. People have been complaining about dodgy 
clampers for a long time. 

“There is going to be a surge between now and 
February. You are going to see some of the worst 
practices because it is still legal until they bring 
the legislation in. Firms are going to be going into 
receivership, so they’re not going to care. They 
are going to milk it for all they can.” 

Motoring organisations have welcomed the 
impending ban; however, the British Parking 
Association said the plans were a “charter for the 
selfish parker” and that clamping was a last resort 
to landowners faced with persistent offenders.

Knitting group for vulnerable faces chop - thanks to council cost-cutting

A POPULAR knitting club which 
provides a “friendly and comfortable” 
meeting place for people from all over 
Haringey has been banished from its 
free room at Wood Green Library for 
cost-cutting reasons. 

The founder of the Let’s Get 
Together Knitting Group, Noor Saeed, 
has been left devastated after an out- 
of-the-blue phone call informing her 
that the group could no longer use a 
room at the library in High Road. The 
club has grown into a much-loved, all- 
welcoming group of about 20 since 
being established nine years ago and 
Miss Saeed fears many of her regulars 
would suffer if it closed completely. 


She gives up her time to run the 
group and said she has not even 
received a letter officially informing 
her of Haringey Council’s decision. 

“Suddenly they said we have to stop 
the club meeting here and that I would 
have to charge everyone if I wanted to 
stay there,” she said. 

“But I don’t want to do that. My 
class is very delicate - some of the 
people are blind or partially sighted 
and some have learning difficulties. 

“Everyone was so happy and com¬ 
fortable with each other. 

“It was somewhere for people who 
didn’t get out very much to meet up, 
chat, and learn some knitting, sewing 
and crocheting. I’m really upset and 
worried about its future. 


“They said they would give me an 
invoice if I turned up. They shouldn’t 
be doing this to us - shutting us down 
for no good reason.” 

Sessions were held every Thursday 
from 1.30-4.3Opm and also on the 
third Sunday of every month from 
12-4pm. Dismayed members resorted 
to using the cafe of the nearby 
Morrisons supermarket last week but 
Miss Saeed hopes a more permanent 
solution can be found. 

Knitting group member Penny Rox 
said: “It is just a lovely, friendly bunch 
of people. Some of these people will 
just be stuck in their homes - they 
really looked forward to this and often 
brought along their own cakes or bis¬ 
cuits. It is such a shame.”

Flat experience: Cars 
park up to watch the

Stalling at the 
drive-in movie

WRAPPED in a blanket, watching a film in a 
steamy car that’s parked up at a north London 
landmark, I didn’t get the nostalgic feeling of a 
drive-in movie I was hoping for. 

I’ve seen how it’s meant to be in films such as 
Grease; couples entwined and looking up at the 
big screen, groups of friends sitting on top of the 
back seats in their open-top cars, messing around 
and having a laugh. 

However, sitting in a clearing-cum-overspill 
car park at Alexandra Palace, that jovial feeling 
was lacking, despite the earnest attempts of the 
pre-film entertainment with ice cream giveaways 
and a movie quiz. 

Perhaps the romantic clinch is not as easy now 
that driver and passenger have individual seats 
with a handbrake and gear stick inbetween, not 
like Danny’s Ford 1948 convertible in Grease. 
And groups of friends are a 
bit more restrained, perhaps 
because open top-cars are 
not as popular in the UK due 
to our inclement weather. 

Drive-in theatres were cre¬ 
ated in the early 1930s in 
New Jersey and became 
popular across the US in the 
1950s. At first, sound was projected from speak¬ 
ers behind the large screen, then through indi¬ 
vidual speakers attached to each car and later 
through radio waves. Their popularity ended in 
the 1970s and many drive-ins resorted to show¬ 
ing adult films as their reputation declined: the 
media labelled them “passion pits”. 

But in the 21st century, just like holidays in 
Britain, drive-in movies are being revived, and 
last week the RAC hosted three movie nights 
at Alexandra Palace, showing Transformers 
(2007), Dirty Dancing (1987) and The Italian 
Job (1969). 

Pulling into the overspill car park we were 
each given a blanket, a free windscreen clean and 
vouchers for popcorn before being guided to a 
space in front of the oversized screen. Passengers 
were also handed wireless headsets and the audi¬ 
ence could choose whether to listen to the 
movie’s soundtrack through them or the car 
radio. The cars - Cadillacs or Chevys had been 
replaced by Astras and Golfs - were lined up in 
staggered rows in front of the big screen. 

After collecting my free popcorn (strangely, it 


was neither salted nor sweet) and drink at the 
concession stand, I returned to the car and 
looked around. 

The scene reminded me of being on the Tube 
in rush hour, with nobody wanting to make eye- 
contact. As I looked over to my left, I made the 
mistake of locking eyes with the female passen¬ 
ger in the car next to me - I smiled, but all I got 
was a blank stare before she turned her eyes to 
the screen which told her to tune the radio to 
AM frequency. Come on! This is meant to be a 
fun night out, we are not on our way into work 
on a Monday morning... 

After a movie quiz, in which entertainers ran 
past audience bestowing a lucky few winners 
with Scalextric sets, the film started. 

The screen quality was as good as a cinema 
screen, although being parked in the penultimate 
row as a passenger I did find the bottom-left cor¬ 
ner of the screen was cut off by the roof of a Vaux- 
hall Corsa, instead of 
someone’s head. We experi¬ 
mented using the car radio for 
sound, but a fear of a flat bat¬ 
tery had us plumping for the 
headphones instead. And, sure 
enough, at the end of the 
screening an RAC van had to 
jump-start one unfortunate car. 

However, the headphones left me feeling iso¬ 
lated and conversation within the car was virtu¬ 
ally non-existent. 

As the film rolled I was able to forget I was sit¬ 
ting in the middle of a car park, although as the 
air got colder the windscreen steamed up and we 
had to fish around for our blankets. And it still 
felt like I was sitting in a cinema, but with the 
additional drawback of interruptions as people 
passed the cars, frightening me as darkness 
descended. 

But a bonus point was seeing a shooting star 
light up the sky, as the meteor shower occurred 
that night. 

Perhaps if the heatwave of a few weeks ago 
had lingered until the RAC’s Drive-In Movies 
came to north London, my experience may have 
been a little more positive. But after pulling away 
from Alexandra Palace, feeling cold under a 
layer of condensation and wondering if I was 
going to get sick, I don’t find myself hankering 
for this experience again, 

I’d prefer to sit in a cinema or rent a movie at 
home instead.

Officers snare 
120 people in 
blitz on litter 

LITTER louts caught throwing crisp packets, 
drinks cans and cigarette butts on to the 
streets of Wood Green were each fined £75 
in a blitz by council officers. 

Enforcement officers caught 120 people 
littering the streets and slapped each one 
with a fixed penalty notice of £75 
during a week-long operation last week. 

This is part of Haringey Council’s new zero 
tolerance policy on littering aimed at 
keeping the streets clean and saving 
thousands of pounds in clean-up bills. 

Councillor Nilgun Canver, cabinet member 
for neighbourhoods, said: “We really mean 
business. The council cannot continue to pay 
thousands of pounds of taxpayers’ money to 
pick up after litter louts. People must take 
responsibility themselves for disposing of 
their incidental rubbish. 

“There are litter bins and recycling bins 
along the high street and there is no excuse 
not to use them. If people are caught 
littering or throwing cigarette butts on to the 
pavement, they can expect a hefty penalty.” 

One person was also fined for fly-posting 
and two penalty notices were issued for 
illegal street trading. Representatives of a 
paintball company had set up a stall on the 
road to promote its services but failed to get 
a street trading licence from the council. 

Another person distributing free literature 
without a licence was also fined and had the 
material seized. 

Anyone now caught dropping litter of any 
form will be given a fixed penalty notice and 
have to pay £75. The operation is also 
targeting motorists who drop litter from their 
vehicle windows.

Diary Of A Wimpy Kid (PG)

DAMN the ages between 11 and 
14. What bright spark thought those 
years up? 

The era of utter awkwardness 
spent floundering somewhere 
between not-childhood and not- 
adulthood; a purgatory of cool rules, 
the opposite sex and fiendish social 
games you have no hope of 
understanding. 

America is one of those countries 
which has created a whole institu¬ 
tion around this uncomfortable 
period - middle school - so com¬ 
pressing all the angst and neuroses 
into one cruel building. 

Even Hollywood has overlooked 
this period of adolescence, prefer¬ 
ring instead to concentrate on cute, 
primary school kids or cocky high 
school teenagers, so all the more 
praise to Jeff Kinney for his funny, 
hugely successful Diary Of A Wimpy 
Kid comic books, which focus on 
the awkward age with laser-guided 
perception and compassion. 

The first of these has now been 
made into a film and what surprises 
is how truthful it is to the books’ 
tone, which resists patronising, ridi¬ 
culing or prettifying for something 
more honest and real.

Greg Heffley (Zachary Gordon) has 
just started middle school with his 
chubby mate Rowley (Robert 
Capron) and he just can’t work out 
how you get to be popular or even 
decipher this new etiquette. “People 
say ‘cute butt!”’ says Greg. “A butt 
can’t be cute - it’s a butt!” responds 
an equally bewildered Rowley. 

Joining the wrestling team, play¬ 
ing a tree in the school musical, 
even faking an injury, Greg can’t join 
the admired and a betrayal of his 
best mate means only the carrot- 


topped misfit Fregley stands 
between him and social annihilation. 

Like its genesis the film is too 
episodic with not a strong enough 
narrative drive to earn a fourth star, 
but it is a breath of fresh air: the 
central hero is a bit selfish and 
flawed, it’s a buddy movie rather 
than the more obvious romantic 
mush, and it’s funny. So, unlike 
some other films this summer, any 
future sequel will be something 
desired rather than dreaded.

THE EXPERIENCE of dining at Medi 
Lounge & Grill cannot be described 
as anything other than thoroughly 
enjoyable.

SUPER BALE 
SINKS STOKE

TOTTENHAM manager Harry Redknapp 
hailed his side after Gareth Bale’s wonder- 
strike gave Spurs all three points at Stoke 
on Saturday. 

Bale had opened the scoring at the 
Britannia Stadium with a freak goal when 
City defender Ryan Shawcross’ attempted 
goalline clearance hit the Spurs player in the 
face and rebounded into the net. 

Ricardo Fuller equalised after an error by 
Heurelho Gomes at a corner, but Bale 
struck home a majestic volley into the top 
corner from Aaron Lennon’s cross to restore 
Spurs’ lead. 

Controversy reigned in injury time how¬ 
ever as Stoke were denied a goal despite Jon 
Walters appearing to head the ball over the 
line before Peter Crouch cleared. 

But referee Chris Foy decided that the 
whole ball had not crossed the line, much to 
the home side’s fury, as Tottenham held on 
for the points. 

“We controlled the first half completely,” 
Redknapp said. “But it was more difficult 


in the second half to get the ball down and 
pass it. First half I’m sure if you looked at 
the possession we had unbelievable control 
of the game. 

“This is a tough place to come. Stoke are 
a good side and a difficult side to play 
against. To come here and play as well as 
we did, it was a great result on the back of 
a tough week. 

“The second goal was absolutely unbe¬ 
lievable. If there is a better goal this season 
it’s going to be difficult to beat.” 

Spurs face Young Boys in the second leg 
of their Champions League qualifier tonight 
after escaping with a 3-2 defeat in Berne 
last week having been 3-0 down, but 
Redknapp insists that his side have the 
momentum to get through the tie. 

“We’re bang in that game still. White Hart 
Lane will be jumping and it will be a great 
atmosphere,” he added. 

“We’re playing very well. We played great 
against Man City last week, we just had a 
bad 25/30 minutes in Switzerland and it 
cost us. But we got two goals back and it 
shows the character.” 



Brandon makes 
a point with a 
late, late strike 

A STOPPAGE-TIME strike from Jamie 
Brandon saw Haringey Borough snatch a 
2-2 draw from their Spartan Premier clash 
at Leverstock Green on Saturday. 

Chances were few and far between in the 
first half, but the best of them fell to the 
home side, with Luke Flood firing a shot 
wide after 15 minutes, before Leverstock 
were awarded a dubious penalty after a 
player went down in the box as a cross 
came over. 

Lee Bircham made no mistake as he 
coolly dispatched the spot-kick. 

Steve Hatch went close to doubling the 
lead when his long-range strike flew 
narrowly over, while Steve Hutchins 
could only head off-target when 
well-placed. 

Borough started the second half much 
brighter, and Theo Charalambous 
smashed a shot against the crossbar, with 
Ronnie Bridges poking the rebound wide. 

Charlie Gorman hit the woodwork at the 
other end, but the visitors pulled level 
when Demetri Stratis broke away down the 
left before cutting back for Luke Bryan to 
steer his shot past keeper Carl Takser. 

The lead lasted just two minutes 
however as Bircham crossed for Louis 
Austin to head home at the far post. 

Austin was denied a second by a fine 
recovery challenge from Nick Nicou as he 
went through on goal in the closing stages, 
but in the second minute of 
stoppage-time the hosts lost possession 
carelessly in their own half and were 
punished as Brandon weaved his way 
through before firing beyond Tasker.
